This booklet is compiled as a guide for parents / guardians whose children are entering or transferring 
schools in September 2012. Although every effort has been made to ensure that the information is 
correct at the time of printing there may be changes to the information or the procedures outlined. 
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Dear Parent or Guardian, 


During the next few weeks you will be asked to apply for a place for your child in a primary school in 
Liverpool. This is one of the most important decisions you will have to make in relation to your child’s 
education and this booklet provides you with some general information to help guide you through this 
process. Please note that you are being asked to state a preference about which school you would like 
your child to attend. This is because it is not possible to guarantee that a place will be available in the 
school which you nominate. All schools have criteria for admissions which they must follow and a limit 
on the number of children they can admit. This limit is there to protect the quality of education which 
is provided and whilst there is an appeal system, admission limits are only exceeded in exceptional 
circumstances. 


Please take time to read this booklet carefully before you begin your application, even if you have 
already decided which schools you prefer. It contains a lot of information which will inform your 
preferences and wherever possible help to avoid disappointment. 


Each school provides its own prospectus which contains information about the school. It may be 
useful to visit the schools which interest you either on one of their open days or by appointment and 
if you have any queries then please contact the headteacher of the school concerned. Whatever your 
preference, | am confident that you will find a place in a primary school in Liverpool which meets your 
child’s aspirations and offers an excellent standard of education. 


The City of Liverpool is immensely proud of the successes of all our children and young people and of 
the schools that help make this possible. The vast majority of schools in Liverpool are judged by Ofsted 
to be good or outstanding and all our schools aspire to these standards. At this time, Liverpool is the 
only major city in England to have no schools judged as inadequate by Ofsted. As a result of this high 
quality education provision, children of primary age within Liverpool often make faster than average 
rates of progress in key subjects such as English and mathematics. Inclusive learning is important in 
Liverpool and schools work hard with pupils, parents, carers and other agencies to ensure that the 
needs and aspirations of every child are met. 


Exciting opportunities exist in Liverpool to use computer technology to assist in teaching and learning 
as well as build upon our more traditional strengths in creative writing, music and sport. Whatever 
school your child attends, they will have opportunities in a safe environment not only to enjoy and 
achieve but also to participate in a range of experiences to develop their talents. This secure foundation 
of education will enable them to take full advantage of the opportunities available in primary education 
and encourage them to be healthy, participating citizens within our city community.

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Section 1 


Introduction 


This booklet sets out the admission arrangements for children starting primary school in September 
2012. Children whose fifth birthday falls between 1 September 2012 and 31 August 2013 (i.e. children 
born between 1 September 2007 and 31 August 2008 - both dates are inclusive) will be eligible to start 
primary school in September 2012. 


The booklet also contains information for parents/guardians who wish to transfer their child/children 
from one primary school to another primary school, In Year Applications, and outlines the procedures 
to be followed. All In Year Applications are co-ordinated with schools and other local authorities. It also 
has information about applying for a place in a nursery school or nursery class. 


There are several types of primary school in Liverpool. These include Community schools, Trust/ 
Foundation Schools, Voluntary Aided Catholic schools, Voluntary Aided Church of England schools, 
Voluntary Controlled Church of England schools, and a Voluntary Aided Jewish school. The admission 
arrangements vary between schools and before applying it is important that you understand these 
arrangements. This booklet will help you to make an informed choice of primary school and it is 
important that you read this booklet before you express a preference. If you require more information 
please contact Liverpool Direct Limited or call in to a Liverpool Direct One Stop Shop, there is a list in 
this booklet.

Important Note 


From September 2012 the City Council has made significant changes to the eligibility criteria for travel 
passes. Details are given in this booklet and it is important that parents/carers take this into account 
before they express their preferences for schools. 
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Section 2 


Admission To Nursery Schools And Classes 


General Advice 


Free early education sessions are available in Liverpool through a number of childcare providers, nursery 
schools and nursery classes attached to infant schools. 


Most early education sessions in schools are provided on a part time basis for morning or afternoon 
sessions. Free early education is available for children starting from the term after their 3rd birthday. 


Free early education entitlement is for 15 hours per week, over 38 weeks (570 hours), and this can now 
be delivered more flexibly. Sessions have traditionally taken place as morning or afternoon sessions 
during term time. However, Liverpool schools are able to consider the needs of parents and can be 
flexible in how they deliver the free early education session. (For example, a school may be able to 
provide 6 x 2.5 hourly sessions over 3 days). 


It is important to remember that a school can only deliver sessions in a way that meets most parents 
needs, not for all individual parents needs. 


If you want your child to attend a school based nursery, you are advised to register your child’s name at 
the school of your choice as soon as possible from September onwards, in the school year when your 
child reaches the age of two. 


Admission to a nursery class attached to an infant school is not restricted to children living within 
the local area of the school. Admission to a nursery class does not guarantee a place, when the child 
is older, in the associated infant school; nor does it necessarily mean that the child must attend that 
particular infant school if you wish your child to go elsewhere. 


Parents / guardians should be aware that only one place can be accepted. Parents / guardians can 
access free early education at a day nursery, play group or childminder (childminders must be 
accredited to receive Nursery Education Funding). If a school is unable to provide your child with full 
entitlement, you may be able to ‘divide’ the free education over 2 providers. If this is necessary, you will 
need to be mindful of continuity for your child, and the second provider must work in partnership with 
the school. 


Parents/guardians are also reminded that the free early education entitlement is for all 3 and 4 year old 
children, and you can continue to access this at the provision of your choice, and if necessary, defer your 
child’s school place until the beginning of the term following their fifth birthday. However, you must 
secure your child’s school place using the published admissions process. 


Extended Schools — Daycare 


Some schools may offer what is known as ‘wraparound’ care, that is childcare provided around their 
free sessions. Where schools offer this service, they will make a charge, for care provided over and above 
their free early education entitlement. 


For information on availability of free places, extended day care places and charges etc, please contact 
the head teacher of the school.

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Section 3 


Parents Applying For Their Child To Attend A Primary 
School Reception Class In September 2012 


The information in this section relates to children who will be starting in a primary school reception 
class in September 2012. 


Advice for parents / guardians who wish to transfer their children from one primary school to another 
primary school is available in the section dealing with In-Year Applications. 


Primary School Reception Class 
Co-ordinated Admission Arrangements for September 2012 


The School Admissions Code requires all local authorities to co-ordinate admission arrangements for 
admission to reception class in September 2012. The aim of co-ordinated admission arrangements is to 
ensure parents receive a single offer of a school place for their child on the same day. The result will be 
a more objective, clearer and fairer admission process. Liverpool Children and Young People’s Services 
has agreed with Liverpool schools, the Liverpool Schools’ Admission Forum, Diocese, Archdiocese 

and neighbouring local authorities to coordinate admissions to reception class and to use an equal 
preference scheme to allocate places in Liverpool primary schools. 


In Liverpool most children start full-time infant education in the September following their 4th birthday. 
Your child has to be in full education from the start of the term following their 5th birthday. The School 
Admissions Code allows parents to defer entry for their child until later in the academic year but not 
beyond the start of term following the child’s 5th birthday. Parents can not defer their child’s entry to 
school until the start of the following academic year. If you wish to defer your child’s entry to school 

you must discuss this with the head teacher of the school. If you choose to defer entry to reception class 
your child can remain in nursery provision or you can opt for your child to attend the reception class on 
a part time basis. 


Choosing Schools 


In addition to the Primary School Admissions Booklet there are several other sources that you can use to 
find out more about schools. These include the following: 


¢ Most schools have open days or open evenings which parents can attend to find out more about the 
school. 


¢ All schools have to produce a prospectus which gives more information about the school. In addition 
schools can provide you with copy of the last Ofsted Report. There may be a small charge for the 
Ofsted Report to cover the cost of photo copying. 


¢ The Choice Advisory service can provide advice and assistance about applying for schools 
¢ The Parent Partnership Service can provide assistance if your child has special educational needs. 


¢ The Pupil Admissions Team can answer queries about admissions to schools and can send a list of 
Liverpool Primary Schools SATs results. 


¢ The head teacher of the school can provide advice. 


¢ The Department for Education has a web site which you can use to find out more about schools and 
admissions. 


¢ If you are thinking of applying for schools in other local authority areas you can contact the local 
authority for a copy of their composite prospectus. 


Applying for Schools 


¢ Before expressing a preference it is important to make a realistic assessment of your 
child’s chances of gaining a place in your preferred school(s). The information in 
the admissions booklet will assist you to do this. If you require further advice please 
contact Liverpool Direct Limited. Some schools will receive more applications for places 
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than they have places available. If this is the case it will not be possible to offer all 
applicants a place. It is very important that you read the information in the booklet 
before you express a preference and that you make a reasonable assessment, based on 
the school’s admission policy, of your child’s chances of gaining a place in the school. 


¢ Please note that attending the nursery class at a school does not guarantee a place in 
the reception class at that school. 


¢ The Preference Form is the common application form and a Primary Admissions Booklet is the 
composite prospectus. On the Preference Form you can express a preference for a maximum of 
three schools including Liverpool community, trust/foundation, voluntary controlled and voluntary 
aided schools. Liverpool residents can also apply for schools in other local authorities on this form. 
The schools must be listed in your preferred order of preference. Information which is relevant to 
a school’s admission arrangements will be sent to the school or the other local authority which 
maintains the school. To apply for a school you must name the school as one of your preferences on 
the Preference Form. 


¢ None Liverpool residents apply for Liverpool schools on their home local authority common 
application form. 


¢ The closing date for receipt of the preference form is 16 January 2012. Up to this date you can 
change your preference order. After the closing date unless there has been a material change to your 
circumstances changing preferences could reduce your child’s chances of being offered a place in 
your preferred school. The National Closing Date for applications to reception class is 15 January in 
the offer year. For admission to reception class in September 2012 this is a Sunday and the closing 
date has been moved to the next working day. 


¢ Voluntary aided schools require you to complete a school application form as well 
as listing the school on the Preference Form issued by Liverpool Children and Young 
People’s Services. It is very important that you do both. If you only complete one of 
the forms your application cannot be considered, you should contact the voluntary 
aided school to obtain a school application form. The completed school application 
form must be returned to the school by the school’s closing date. 


¢ The school application form is used by the governing body of the school when they apply their 
admissions criteria. The information you give on the form relates to the school’s admission criteria 
and it helps the governors to assess under which criterion your application will be considered. 


¢ The Preference Form tells officers in Liverpool Children and Young People’s Services your preferred 
order of schools and plays an important part in the allocation of places, particularly when children 
fulfil the admission criteria for more than one school. The completed form must be returned by 
16 January 2012. 


¢ Ifa school receives a Preference Form / Common Application Form in error it will send the form to 
the appropriate local authority. 


¢ If Liverpool Children and Young People’s Services receive a school application form in error the form 
will be sent to the appropriate school. 


How Places are Allocated 


¢ Every primary school has an admission policy which is used to decide which children are admitted. 
If the school receives more applicants for places than the school has places available (i.e. the school 
is over-subscribed) it will not be possible to offer all applicants a place. If the school receives fewer 
applicants for places than it has places available all applicants will be admitted (i.e. the school is 
under-subscribed). 


¢ The admission policy for community and controlled Church of England primary schools is 
determined by the City Council. The admission policy for voluntary aided and trust/foundation 
schools is determined by the governing body of the school. As far as possible Liverpool Children and 
Young People’s Services and schools will try to comply with your preferences for a school place. 


¢ The three schools you name on the Preference Form will be treated equally. The preference order 
will only be used if your child fulfils the admission criteria for more than one of the schools listed on 
the Preference Form. If this is the case your child will be allocated a place at the highest preference 
school which offered a place. 
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If the school is over-subscribed the admission criteria for the school will be used to determine 
whether or not your child will be offered a place. It is vitally important that you understand the 
admission policy for the school(s) to which you apply and you make a reasonable assessment of your 
child’s chances of being allocated a place. 


If the school is under-subscribed at the time of allocation, all applicants will be offered places. 


If it not possible to allocate your child a place in one of your preferred schools, Liverpool Children 
and Young People’s Services will allocate a place at the school closest to your home address which 
has places available at the time of allocation. Please note that places can only be allocated at a school 
if there are places available at the time of allocation. You will also be sent a list of schools that have 
vacancies and advised about your right to appeal to an Independent Appeal Panel. 


Applications from Families Living Outside Liverpool 


Liverpool Children and Young People’s Services will co-ordinate the reception class admission 
arrangements with other local authorities in the area. 


If you live outside the Liverpool Children and Young People’s Services area and you wish to apply for 
a Liverpool school, you should complete the Preference Form / Common Application Form issued 
by your home local authority listing the Liverpool school(s) in preference order. Your home local 
authority will send us details of your application. 


If you are applying for voluntary aided schools in Liverpool you must also complete the school’s 
application form, when this is required. If you do not apply to the school and place the school as 
a preference on the form issued by your home local authority, your application may be considered 
under a lower criterion of the school’s admission policy 


Your home local authority will write to you to let you know the outcome of your application. If your 
child is not offered a place in a Liverpool school, your home local authority will be responsible for 
allocating your child a school place. Your home local authority will write to you to inform you why 
your child was not allocated a place and advise you about your right to appeal to an independent 
appeals panel. 


You must return the Preference Form / Common Application Form by your home local authority’s 
closing date. 


Liverpool Residents Applying to Schools in Other Local Education Authorities 


Liverpool residents may apply to schools maintained by other local authorities. 


If you wish to do this you should contact the local authority which maintains the school to request 
a copy of their admissions booklet / composite prospectus. This will give you information about the 
school’s admission arrangements. 


As well as following the guidance from the other local authority you must also list the school(s) in 
preference order on the Preference Form issued by Liverpool Children and Young People’s Services. 


Liverpool Children and Young People’s Services will co-ordinate admission arrangements with other 
local authorities. Details of your application will be sent to the appropriate authority. 


Liverpool Children and Young People’s Services will write to you to let you know the out come of 
your application. If your child is not allocated a place in one of your preferred schools Liverpool 
Children and Young People’s Services will be responsible for allocating your child a place in a school. 


Preference Forms Received after the Closing Date 


Preference Forms received after 16 January 2012, will be considered as late applications unless there 
is a valid reason for the application being received late e.g. change of address, change in a medical 
condition; or exceptional social reasons. 


The Liverpool Local Authority will continue to process applications and send the information to 
schools and other local authorities. Schools and other local authorities may have late application 
policies and applying late may mean that your application is considered after parents who applied by 
the closing date. 
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For Preference Forms received after 31 March 2012 


If the school is over-subscribed and there is a valid reason for the preference form being received late, 
eg change of address, the child’s name will be placed on the waiting list. The position on the waiting 
list will be determined by the school’s admission policy. 


Late applications for over subscribed schools, without a valid reason, will be considered after 
applications received before 31 March 2012. 
If the school has places available the child will be offered a place at that school 


If a Preference Form is received after 31 March 2012 Liverpool Children and Young People’s Services 
cannot guarantee to send the offer letter on 23 April 2012. 


The Governors of some schools have determined their own policy for dealing with late applications. 
Where this is the case the school’s policy will be used. 


Changing Preferences and Withdrawing Applications 


You can change the school preferences or the preference order you have made up to the closing date 
for applications of 16 January 2012, by contacting Liverpool Direct Limited, tel: 233 3006. 

If you wish to change preferences, alter preference order, or withdraw your application for a school 
after 16 January 2012, you will be required to complete another preference form. This form will be 
considered in line with the provisions stated in Preference Forms received after the closing date. 


Infant Class Size Legislation 

For admission to infant classes i.e. reception class, Year 1 and Year 2 in September 2012, Government 
legislation limits the size of these classes to 30 pupils per class. Liverpool Children and Young People’s 
Services and the governors of voluntary aided and trust/foundation schools adhere to this legislation 
when allocating places in schools. 


Independent Appeal Procedure 


Under the provisions of the School Standards and Framework Act 1998, as amended by subsequent 
government legislation, if your child is refused admission to your preferred school(s) you have the 
right to appeal against the decision to an independent appeal panel. 


If the primary school to which you apply is over-subscribed and if you wish to appeal against the 
decision not to admit your child the following arrangements apply: 


Community schools and controlled Church of England schools — details of the appeals procedure are 
available from Liverpool Direct Limited, tel: 233 3006. 


Voluntary aided and trust/foundation schools - details of the appeals procedure are available from 
the school. 


If your child has a Statement of Special Educational Needs that the admission appeals procedure is 
not the appropriate procedure to follow. You should contact the Special Educational Needs Section, 
tel 225 6231 to discuss this matter further. 


Number of Applications and Appeals 


You can only apply once in an academic year for a particular school. If your application is 
unsuccessful you may request the admitting authority to reconsider your application, if there has 
been a material change of circumstances. 

If you are refused admission for your child to a school you may appeal once in an academic year. If 
the admitting authority has agreed to reconsider your application and the school refuses your child 
because the year group is full, you have the right to appeal against this decision. 

If your application and appeal have been unsuccessful for a school you can apply again and if 
necessary appeal for a place, in the next academic year. 


Home Address and Change of Address 


If you change address before the 23 April 2012, please inform Liverpool Direct Limited, tel: 233 3006. 
The address at which children reside is an important criterion in determining the allocation of school 
places, because of this if your address alters it may affect the allocation of a school place for your 
child. 
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¢ Please note that it is not possible to obtain a place in an over-subscribed school by sending your child 
to live with friends or relatives who live nearer to the school. When deciding school allocations the 
child’s permanent home address will be used. Liverpool Children and Young People’s Services define 
this as the address of the child’s parent(s) or legal guardian(s). 


Fraudulent or Misleading Information 


The Education and Inspections Act 2006 allows admitting authorities to withdraw places from children 
whose parents / guardians have given fraudulent or intentionally misleading information in order 

to obtain a place in an over-subscribed school. If a school or Liverpool Children and Young People’s 
Services receive information that this is the case the parents / guardians will be required to provide 
appropriate proof to substantiate the information they have given. If this cannot be provided the place 
may be withdrawn. 


Deferring Admission to Reception Class 


Your child has to be in full education from the start of the term following their 5th birthday. The School 
Admissions Code allows parents to defer entry for their child until later in the academic year but not 
beyond the start of term following the child’s 5th birthday. Parents can not defer their child’s entry to 
school until the start of the following academic year. If you wish to defer your child’s entry to school you 
must discuss this with the head teacher of the school. 


Communicating Offers to Parents 


All Liverpool primary schools have agreed not to disclose information to parents about the offer of 
places until after 23 April 2012. 


Definitions of Terms Used in this Booklet 


The following are definitions of terms used in the admission process. Individual schools, which are 
admitting authorities, can choose to adopt different definitions. If they do so they must make clear to 
parents how they have defined these terms. 


Definition of a sibling 


The term sibling includes: brothers and sisters, foster brothers or sisters, half brothers or sisters and step 
brothers or sisters living at the same address and as a family unit. 


Definition of exceptional medical need 


The term ‘Exceptional Medical Need’ means that the family’s health and welfare would be best served if 
their child attended the school. Parents / guardians need to provide to provide medical evidence in the 
form of a letter or report from a doctor to support their case. They have to establish that the school is 
the best / only school to serve their family’s needs. They also need to state why other schools could not 
provide the appropriate support for their family’s needs. 


The documentary evidence should be submitted with the preference form by the closing date. If your 
circumstances change after the losing date or you require further advice or assistance, please contact 
Liverpool Direct Limited, tel: 233 3006. 


Definition of exceptional social need 

The term ‘Exceptional Social Need’ means that the family’s welfare would be best served if their child 
attended the school. Parents / guardians need to provide evidence in the form of a letter or report from 
a social worker or other professional in the area of children’s welfare to support their case. They would 
have to establish that the school was the best / only school to service their family’s needs. They also 
need to state why other schools could not provide the appropriate support for their family’s needs. 


The documentary evidence should be submitted with the preference form by the closing date. If your 
circumstances change after the losing date or you require further advice or assistance, please contact 
Liverpool Direct Limited, tel: 233 3006. 


Definition of parent / family member 


A parent is any person who has parental responsibility or care of the child. Where admission 
arrangements refer to ‘parent attendance at church’ it is sufficient for just one parent to attend. ‘Family 
members’ include only parents and siblings. 
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Definition of home address 

It is not possible for parents to obtain a place in an oversubscribed school by sending their child to 

live with a friend or relative who live closer to the school. When determining admissions the child’s 
permanent home address is used. This is defined as the permanent home address of the parent or legal 
guardian. If parents or legal guardians live at different addresses and both have parental responsibility 
the correspondence address for child benefit will be used to determine the child’s permanent address. 
Where required parents / legal guardians will also be required to provide proof in the form of a recent 
council tax bill, a utility bill, a tenancy agreement or exchange of contracts on a new home to prove that 
they live at the address. 


Supplementary Information Forms 


All parents who list their preferred schools on the local authority’s common application form are 
regarded as having made valid applications. An additional or supplementary form may also have to be 
completed for applicants considered under the faith criteria of faith schools and for selective schools. 


Definition of distance from home to school 


Distance will be measured by the shortest walking route from the child’s permanent home address 
(including flats and apartments) to the main entrance of the school, using the Local Authority’s 
computerised measuring system, with those living closer to the school being given preference. 
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Community and Controlled Church of England Primary Schools’ Admission Policy 
for Reception Classes for September 2012 


In Liverpool most children start full-time infant education in the September following their 4th birthday. 
Parents can defer admission until later in the academic year, but not until the start of the next academic 
year. A child must attend full-time education in school from the beginning of term following her / his 
fifth birthday. 


If a school is under-subscribed all applicants will be admitted. 


The Government’s infant class size legislation limits the number of pupils in infant classes (Reception, 
Year 1 and Year 2) to 30 pupils per class. 


Children with a Statement of Special Educational Need will be admitted to the school named in the 
statement. 


A request for a place does not guarantee admission if the school is over-subscribed. Where requests for 
places exceed the admission number, children will be allocated places in the following priority order: 


Priority 1 

Children in the care of the local authority (looked after children). 

Priority 2 

Children or families with exceptional medical / social needs. (See Definitions for Admissions) 


Applicants wishing to be considered must submit a letter stating that they wish their application 

to be considered under this criterion, and documentary evidence with the preference form by the 
closing date. Council Officers will review the evidence and if necessary take advice from educational 
professionals, the Local Authority’s medical officer, social workers etc. If your circumstances change after 
the closing date or you require further advice or assistance please contact Liverpool Direct Limited. 


Priority 3 
Children who will have a brother or sister in the school or the associated junior school when they are 
due to the start school. For information regarding the associated infant and junior schools you should 


contact the headteacher of the school to which you are applying or Liverpool Direct Limited. (See 
Definitions) 


Priority 4 
All other applicants whose parents have expressed a preference for the school. 


If there are more applicants for places than there are places available in Priorities 1 to 4 distances from 
the child’s permanent home address to the main entrance of the school will be used to decide which 
children are admitted. The distance will be measured over the shortest walking route between home 
and school using the City Council’s computerised measuring system. Those children living nearest to 
the school will be given preference. If a school is oversubscribed parents will be required to provide 
proof of address. 


If two or more children live the same distance from the school and there is only one place available, 
random allocation will be used to decide which child is admitted. 


Important Notes 


¢ Waiting lists for oversubscribed Community and Controlled Primary Schools will be drawn up in 
accordance with the admission policy. This will be operated until the end of the academic year i.e. 31 
August 2013. 


¢ The issue of a statement of Special Educational Needs may override the offer of a school place under 
the Liverpool Children and Young People’s Services admission policy or may result in the withdrawal 
of the offer of a school place. This is because the school or schools to which parents apply may not 
be able to cope with the child’s individual needs. Parents will be consulted about a school placement 
via the statement procedure. 
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Section 4 


Liverpool Primary Schools In Year Application Co-ordinated 
Admission Arrangements For September 2011 


In Year Applications (IYA) are when parents apply for their child to transfer from one primary school 

to another primary school during the school year. These admission arrangements are coordinated by 
Liverpool Children and Young People’s Service. The coordinated arrangements will include a common 
application form (the preference form); a scheme for resolving multiple offers of places (the equal 
preference scheme) and a timetable for processing the applications. Children and Young People’s 
Service will coordinate primary IYA with neighbouring schools, and local authorities to ensure that 
applicants are only offered one school place. 


You can apply to transfer your child from one primary school to another primary school during the 
academic year. Before you do this, it is important that you discuss the reasons for transferring your child 
with the headteacher of their present school. Unless your circumstances dictate that you have to transfer 
your child to another school it is not advisable to move your child during the academic year. 


These coordinated admission arrangements do not apply to children with a statement of special 
educational needs. Requests from parents wishing to transfer their child to another school will be dealt 
with by the Special Educational Needs Team. 


Applying for Schools 


Liverpool Residents 


¢ Please complete the IYA Preference Form on which you can express a preference for 3 schools and if 
you wish, you will also have the opportunity to give the reasons for your preferences. The completed 
form should be returned to Children and Young People’s Service in the enclosed stamped addressed 
envelope. If you complete the acknowledgement card attached to the form we will return it as proof 
of receipt of the form. 

¢ Liverpool residents apply for Liverpool schools and schools in other local authorities (LA) on the 
Liverpool IYA preference form. 

¢ Children and Young People’s Service will send the applicant’s details to the Liverpool school and/or 
the LA maintaining the school. 

¢ If the application is for a school outside Liverpool, the maintaining LA sends the information to the 
school. The school respond to the maintaining LA and they let Children and Young People’s Service 
know the outcome of the application. 

e Ifthe application is for a Liverpool school the details are sent to the appropriate school. The 
governors of voluntary aided schools would determine the application and the decisions are sent to 
Children and Young People’s Service. Community and voluntary controlled schools will be sent the 
applicant’s details and asked about the availability of places. 


¢ Children and Young People’s Service will write to the Liverpool parents to let them know the 
outcome of their application. 
Out of City Residents 


¢ Out of City residents apply for Liverpool schools on their home LA in year application form. 
¢ The applicant’s home LA sends the details to Children and Young People’s Service. 


¢ Information about the applicant is sent by Children and Young People’s Service to the appropriate 
Liverpool schools. The governors of voluntary aided schools determine the application and the 
decisions are sent to Children and Young People’s Service. Community schools and voluntary 
controlled schools will be sent applicants’ details and asked about the availability of places. 


¢ Children and Young People’s Service let the home LA know the outcome of the application and your 
home LA writes to you to let you know the outcome of your application. 
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Supplementary Information Forms (SIF) 


Some voluntary aided schools require parents to complete a SIF. If this is the case parents must 
complete their home local authority in the lYA preference form and parents are advised to complete a 
school SIF. The SIF is used by the governors of the school when they decide admissions. 


If parents do not complete a SIF this will not prevent the application from being considered. If there 
are places available in the year group the child would be admitted. If a year group is full it will mean 
that the applicant may be considered under a lower criterion and this may result in the child being 
placed lower down the waiting list. 


Considering Applications 


The admitting authority for community and controlled schools is the local authority. The local 
authority is responsible for determining admissions to these schools. 


The admitting authority for trust/foundation and voluntary aided schools is the governing body. The 
governing body is responsible for determining admissions to their school. 


As applications are received, Children and Young People’s Service will send schools the applicant’s 
details. The School Admissions Code (the Code) requires that schools are only sent information 
which is relevant to the school’s admission policy. Hence schools will not be sent information about 
preference order, attendance, behaviour etc. The governors will determine the admissions and let 
Children and Young People’s Service know whether or not the child can be offered a place. 


If the governors refuse to admit a child they must include an explanation of their decision e.g. the 
year group is full. The reasons for refusing admission must be in line with the Code. In the decision 
letter Children and Young People’s Service has to give the reason for refusing admission to the 
parents and advise them about their right to appeal against the decision to an independent appeal 
panel. 

Community and controlled schools will also be sent an applicant’s details and asked about the 
availability of places. However as Children and Young People’s Service is the admitting authority 
the decision about whether or not a child is admitted will be taken by Children and Young People’s 
Service. 

If a year group in a school is not full applicants will be admitted. 

If the year group is full applicants will usually be refused admission and if parents wish their child’s 
name is added to the waiting list. 


If there are more applicants for places than there are places in a year group the school’s IYA admission 
policy will be used to decide which children are admitted. 


Allocating Places in Schools 


Based on the information received from schools Children and Young People’s Service will allocate 
places. If an applicant receives the offer of a place in more than one school, Children and Young 
People’s Service will use an equal preference scheme to decide which school the child is allocated. If 
a child is offered a place in more than one school a place will be allocated at the highest preference 
school which offered a place. 


Places will be offered as soon as possible after the school has agreed to admit the child. As far as 
possible children will start in the term in which they apply. However, if applicants apply at the end of 
term, it may not be possible to offer a place until the beginning of the next term. 

Parents applying for their child to attend a school outside Liverpool will be offered places in 
accordance with the terms of the maintaining LA in year coordinated admission arrangements. 
Children and Young People’s Service will write to Liverpool residents to let them know the outcome 
of their application. This includes Liverpool residents who are applying for schools in other LA. 

For applicants outside of Liverpool, the family’s home local authority will write to parents to advise 
them about the outcome of their application. 
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¢ Inthe decision letter the Children and Young People’s Service or the home LA will advise you why 
your child was admitted and inform you about your right to appeal to an independent appeal panel. 
The letter will have contact details if parents have not been allocated their preferred school and they 
require further assistance. 


¢ Schools offering a place will have to give Children and Young People’s Service the date for the child 
to start because Children and Young People’s Service will have put this in the offer letter sent to 
parents. 


¢ Children and Young People’s Service letter will have an acceptance/decline form to be returned to the 
school offered within 5 school days. 


¢ Children who have been refused admission to all their parents preferred schools will be contacted by 
their home local authority about the allocation of a school place. 

Infant Class Size Legislation 

For admission to infant classes i.e. reception class, Year 1 and Year 2 in September 2011, Government 

legislation limits the size of these classes to 30 pupils per class. Liverpool Children and Young People’s 

Services and the governors of Voluntary Aided schools adhere to this legislation when allocating places 

in schools. 

Waiting Lists 

Unless otherwise stated by the school, waiting lists will be maintained until the end of the academic 

year for which the application is being made. 


Timetable 


Liverpool parents applying to Liverpool primary schools should receive the decision about their 
application within 15 school days from the date the application is received. Liverpool parents applying 
for schools in other LA should have a decision with in 20 school days from the date the application is 
received. 


Community Primary and Controlled Church of England 
Primary Schools In Year Transfer Policy 2011 


The following are the admission arrangements for community or controlled Church of England primary 
schools. 


Government Infant Class legislation limits the number of pupils in reception and infant classes to 30 
pupils per class. 


Community and Controlled Church of England primary schools will coordinate their admissions in 
accordance with the local authority’s in year coordinated admission arrangements. 


If there are places available in your child’s year group she/he will be offered a place in the school 


If your child’s year group is over-subscribed then it may not be possible to offer your child a place. If this 
is the case officers in Liverpool Direct Limited, tel. 233 3006, will assist you with regard to alternative 
schools and advise you about your right to appeal to an independent appeal panel. 


Children with a Statement of Special Educational Need will be admitted to the school named in the 
Statement. 


If a community or controlled Church of England primary school receives more applications for places 
than the school has places available in the year group, places will be allocated in the following priority 
order: 


Priority 1 
‘Looked After Children’. These are children in the care of the Local Authority. 
Priority 2 


Children or families with exceptional medical / social needs including children in need (see definitions) 
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Applicants wishing to be considered under this criterion must submit documentary evidence with the 
preference form and a letter stating that you wish your application to be considered under this criterion. 
Council Officers will review the evidence and if necessary take advice from educational professionals, 
the Local Authority’s medical officer, social workers etc. If your circumstances change after the closing 
date or you require further advice or assistance please contact Liverpool Direct Limited. 


Priority 3 
Children who will have a brother or sister in the school or the associated infant or junior school when 
they are due to start school. (For information regarding the associated infant and junior schools you 


should contact the Headteacher of the school to which you are applying or Liverpool Direct Limited). 
(See Definitions) 


Priority 4 
All other applicants whose parents express a preference for the school. 


If there are more applicants for places than there are places available in Priorities 1 to 4 distances 

from the child’s permanent home address to the main entrance to the school will be used to decide 
which children are admitted. The distance will be measured over the shortest walking route between 
home and school using the City Council’s computerised measuring system. Parents will be required to 
provide proof of address e.g. council tax bill, utility bill, tenancy agreement, exchange of contracts if the 
property has recently been purchased. 


If two or more children live the same distance from the school and there is only one place available, 
random allocation will be used to decide which child is admitted. 


Important Notes 


¢ The admission policy for In Year Applications is used if a situation occurs where a Community or 
Controlled Primary School has places available in a year group but receives more applications than 
there are places available. 


¢ Community and Controlled Primary Schools will admit children up to the school’s admission number 
in the reception to 6 year groups. 


¢ lf the year group is oversubscribed i.e. the admission number has been reached or exceeded, it may 
not be possible to allocate a place to the child. 


¢ Parents who move into the area and apply for a primary school are not guaranteed a place if the year 
group is oversubscribed. 


¢ The issue of a Statement of Special Educational Needs may override your right to a place under 
the Liverpool Children and Young People’s Services Admission Arrangements or may result in the 
withdrawal of the offer of a school place. This is because the school may not be able to cope with 
the child’s individual needs. Parents will be consulted about a school placement via the statement 
procedure. 

¢ You can only apply once in an academic year for a particular school. If your application is 
unsuccessful you may request the admitting authority to reconsider your application, if there has 
been a material change of circumstance. 

¢ If you are refused admission for your child to a school you may appeal once in an academic year. If 
the admitting authority has agreed to reconsider your application and the school refuses your child 
because the year group is full, you have the right to appeal against this decision. 


¢ If your application and appeal have been unsuccessful for a school you can apply again and if 
necessary appeal for a place, in the next academic year.

The ethos of the school is as follows: Recognising its historic foundation, the school will preserve and 
develop its religious character in accordance with the principles of the Church of England, and its 
Trust Deed and in partnership with the Church at Parish and Diocesan level. The school aims to serve 
its community by providing an education of the highest quality within the context of Christian belief 
and practice. It encourages an understanding of the meaning and significance of faith and promotes 
Christian values through the experience it offers to all its pupils. 

We ask all parents applying for a place here to respect this ethos and its importance to the school 
community. This does not affect the right of parents who are not of the faith of this school to apply for 
and to be considered for a place here.

St Anne’s (Stanley) Church of England Primary School is a voluntary aided school with an admission 
number of 60 children. For admission to reception class in September 2012 the school will follow the 
coordinated admission arrangements determined by Liverpool City Council. 


Following consultation with the local authority children with a statement of special educational needs 
which names the school will be admitted. 


If the school receives fewer applicants for places than they have places available all applicants will be 
admitted. If the school receives more applicants than there are places available the following criteria will 
be used to decide which children are admitted: 


1. Children in Care (Looked After Children). 


2. Baptised Church of England children whose parent(s) are on the electoral roll of the parish of St 
Anne’s (Stanley). 


3. Baptised Church of England Children from other parishes. Proof of baptism will be required. 
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4. Children with exceptional medical and /or social needs. 
5. Children who will have a brother or sister in the school at the time of admission. 


6. Children of other Christian denominations. Proof of baptism or a letter from a religious leader 
confirming membership of the denomination will be required. 


7. Children of other faiths. Applicants will be required to provide a baptismal certificate or a letter from 
a religious leader to confirm membership of the faith.

If there are more applicants for places than there are places available in any of the above criteria distance 
from home to school will be used to decide which children are admitted. The distance will be measured 
by the shortest suitable walking route between the child’s permanent home address and the main 
entrance to the school. The children living closest to the school will be allocated the available places. 


If two or more children live the same distance from the school and there are not enough places to admit 
all these children, random allocation will be used to decide which children are admitted. 


If the school is oversubscribed the governors will require parents to provide proof of address e.g. 
council tax bill, utilities bill, exchange of contracts or a tenancy agreement. 


Definition of Medical/ Social Need 

The governors will consider applications from children with exceptional social or medical needs. 
Parent(s) need to provide a report or letter from a social worker, doctor or other professional in the area 
of the child’s health or welfare in support of their application. Parent(s) need to establish that the school 
is the only or best school to meet their child’s needs. They also need to state why other schools could 
not provide the appropriate support for their child. 


Definition of Sibling 
The term sibling includes: brothers and sisters, foster brothers or sisters, half brothers or sisters and step 
brothers or sisters living at the same address and as a family unit. 


Definition of Home Address 

It is not possible for parents to obtain a place in an oversubscribed school by sending their child to 

live with a friend or relative who live closer to the school. When determining admissions the child’s 
permanent home address is used. This is defined as the permanent home address of the parent or legal 
guardian. If parents or legal guardians live at different addresses and both have parental responsibility 
the address on the family allowance book will be used to determine the child’s permanent address. 
Where required parents/legal guardians will also be required to provide proof in the form of a recent 
council tax bill, a utility bill, a tenancy agreement or exchange of contracts on a new home to prove that 
they live at the address.

Admissions to St Mary’s Church of England Primary School are the responsibility of the Governing 
Body in agreement with the Diocesan Board of Education and the Local Authority. Parents who wish to 
apply for a place for their child should complete the School Admission Form as well as the Common 
Application Form supplied by the Local Authority. 


The admission number agreed for admission to our one reception class is 30. By law no infant class may 
contain more than 30 children. In the event of applications for admissions exceeding this number in 
any one year the Governors will have regard to the following criteria and will give points as indicated 
below. Places will be given to the 30 applicants with the most points. Where the number of points is the 
same, priority will be given to the applicant with most points for each section of the application form in 
sequence.

Additional Information 
¢ The Governors will consider applications in January of each year. Applications received after the 
closing date may not be considered until the earlier applications have been considered. 
¢ Parents whose child is not given a place at the school have a right of appeal. 


¢ Where there are two parents the applicants should decide which parent would provide the highest 
points score in making the application and completing the denomination and church commitment 
sections. The selected parent’s name must be given. 


¢ Children whose applications have been unsuccessful may be placed on a waiting list by application 
to the School’s Administration Officer. 


¢ Children on the list are ranked according to the number of points allocated and will be admitted by 
reference to the number of points scored until 30 places have been allocated. 


¢ Any reference in this policy to “distance” will be interpreted as follows: 


Distance will be measured by the shortest walking route from the front door of the child’s permanent 
home address to the main entrance of the School. The distance measured by Liverpool Children and 
Young People’s Services Geographical Information System shall be final on this point. 


¢ The Governors may require applicants to provide proof of address ie. Utility bill, council tax bill, 
exchange of contracts or tenancy agreement. 


¢ A ‘parent/guardian’ is any person who has parental responsibility or care of the child. Where 
admission arrangements refer to parent attendance at church it is sufficient for just one parent to 
attend.

Admission Procedures 
Applications for Admission to Reception Classes 


King David Primary is a day school under the religious authority of the Chief Rabbi of the United Hebrew 
Congregations of the Commonwealth with a commitment to the practice of modern Orthodox Judaism 
and a regard for Israel in Jewish life. Parents must complete a Liverpool Primary Schools Preference 
Form and a King David Primary School application form. The Liverpool Primary Schools Preference Form 
is included in the Liverpool LA’s Primary Admissions Booklet, which is available from the school and on 
the Local Authority website. This must be completed and returned to Liverpool Children and Young 
People’s Service by 16 January 2012. 


The King David Primary School application form is included in the school’s prospectus. This can 

be collected from one of the Information Evenings held at the School between October and mid- 
November, collected from school or downloaded from the school’s website. This form must be 
completed and returned to the school, together with any appropriate references or documentation by 
the closing date. The dates of the Information Evenings are published on the School website and are 
also available from the School Office. 


Notification of Allocation of Places 

There are 60 places available in each year’s intake. Liverpool Children and Young People’s Service (LA) 
will notify parents in late April of the outcome of their application. Please do not contact the School to 
ask about the progress of applications as this is handled exclusively by the LA. 


Children who are successful in their applications for a place at the school will be asked to complete a 
Home School agreement. This will explain how the child, their family and the school will work together 
during the time at the school. Families must respect the practices of the school. 


Arrangements for Admitting Pupils with Disabilities 
There is a widened door to facilitate access at the main entrance. The school works hard to ensure 
access to a broad and balanced curriculum for all pupils. 


Applications from Pupils with Special Educational Needs 
Children with a statement of special educational need, where the school is named in the statement, will 
be admitted to the school.

Occasionally, places become available in all classes. In this situation, governors consider applications 
from families who have submitted completed forms with supporting evidence.

permanently at the same address). 


Category 5 Children whose families demonstrate regular religious commitment and values 


Children applying under this category must state on the school application form their religion, regular 
place of worship. They must submit a Certificate of Religious Practice and a supporting letter from the 
minister of that place of worship confirming that the family worships on a regular basis. ‘Family’ applies 
to the child and their parent(s) or guardian(s). 


Category 6 Other Children whose parents express a preference for the school 


If there are more children applying than there are places available in Categories 1 to 6, distance 

from the child’s permanent home address to the main entrance to the school will be used to decide 
which children are admitted. The distance will be measured using the shortest suitable walking route 
between home and school. Those children living nearest to the school will be given preference. The 
governors will ask all parents to provide proof of address i.e. a council tax bill, a recent utility bill, a 
rental agreement or proof of exchange of contract. If two or more children live the same distance from 
the school and there is only one place available, random allocation will be used to decide which child is 
admitted. The process of random allocation will be supervised by an independent scrutineer appointed 
by the governors.

Education Support 


Bullybusters 


Bullying unfortunately can happen to any young person and can have a detrimental affect 

on home and school life. It is important that your child lets someone know if they are being 
bullied and understands that they don’t have to suffer in silence. We have introduced a wide 
range of supportive programmes in partnership with schools and young people to help make a 
difference and if you have any concerns about bullying you should contact your child’s school 
in the first instance. However, if you feel you want additional help and advice you can contact 
Bullybusters our local confidential helpline on 0800 169 6928 or Childline 0800 1111. 


The Choice Advisory Service 


Choosing the right school for your child is one of the most important decisions you, as a 
parent, will have to make. As your child grows, their thirst for knowledge will grow. It is 
essential that you make the right decision if your child is to reach their full potential and enjoy 
and achieve in a range of experiences to develop their talents and abilities. This period can be 
quite traumatic for both the parent / carer and the child. Primary school, for some, may be the 
first time parents / carers will have entrusted their child into the care of others. 


The Choice Advisory Service has been established to support and inform parents / carers 
through what can be a difficult and stressful period. If you feel you would benefit from support 
and information about primary provision, or know of a family who would, please contact us on 
0151 225 6030 and we will be pleased to help. 


Inclusion and Special Educational Needs (SEN) 


All children need help; support and guidance in their development and all are individuals 
whose needs will vary. Some children need extra help — this may be for a short time or it may 
be ongoing. 


If you think your child is not making the progress you would expect, or if you think they have 
special needs, speak first to the class teacher, the school’s Special Educational Needs Co- 
ordinator (SENCO) or Head Teacher. Similarly, if there are any changes in your child’s life or 
difficulties which might affect performance or behaviour in school, you need to let the class 
teacher or Head Teacher know. They will very probably be able to provide the extra support 
your child needs. The school can also access support from services outside school. 


Liverpool Children and Young People’s Services aims to have the provision and support most 
children need available within mainstream schools. Where special needs or disability are low 
incidence and require very specialist support, they have put special educational provision into 
resourced mainstream schools or special schools. 


You cannot apply directly to a special school or mainstream school for a resourced place. 
Following an assessment of your child’s needs and with your full involvement, Liverpool 
Children and Young People’s Services may offer you a place in resourced or special school 
provision. 


It is City Council policy to make every effort to provide a school place in line with parental 
wishes. You will be fully involved in all discussions about the school placement for your child, 
especially where the assessment indicates that the school of your preference may not be 
available to meet your child’s special educational needs, or if no places are available. 
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If you require further information about Special Educational Needs provision or about 
assessment, you can contact Robert Brazendale, tel: 225 6231 Special Educational Needs 
Section of Liverpool Children and Young People’s Services. 


Resourced Schools 


The previous section referred to resourced special educational provision in mainstream schools. 
These schools are referred to as Resourced Schools and are selected for excellence in education 
generally and an ethos that welcomes difference. Resourced Schools develop expertise in a 
particular area of special educational needs and receive extra support and resources. The local 
authority funds a predetermined number of places, allocating these on the basis of assessment 
of a child’s needs. The school does not organise places. Officers of the local authority and 

staff in school collaborate to ensure special needs are met, to monitor every child’s progress 
and to keep under review the appropriateness of the placement. Some places are temporary 
(especially speech and language) and if the special provision is no longer needed and it is 
appropriate to transfer to your local school or into a regular place in the same school, we will 
discuss this with you. Children only stay in resourced provision if they need to. 


Moving into or out of resourced provision is always carefully planned with a 
transition plan and support organised for each child. 

Resourced provision means children spend most of the day in regular classes, with all other 
children their age — lessons and materials are adapted for individuals and there is extra support 
in the classroom. Children receive specialist support from assistants, teachers or therapists, in 
class or for short periods of withdrawal. 


Liverpool has the following Resourced Provision: 


Deaf and Hearing Impaired 

Knotty Ash Primary School is the only signing school on Merseyside, catering for children 

with profound hearing impairment. All staff and children are taught to sign. The Sensory 
Impairment Service provides specialist support, here and at any primary school across the City 
attended by a child with hearing impairment. 

Physical Disability 

Springwood Heath Primary School caters for children with the most complex physical 
difficulties from across the City. The school also provides an outreach service to children in 
nursery and primary schools for physical disability, Dyspraxia and lifting and handling. 


Speech, Language and Communication Needs 

The Speech and Language Early Years Service provides outreach support to 16 pre school 
children experiencing severe and specific speech and language difficulties attending any early 
years provision across the city. Mab Lane Primary School offers a further 8 part-time places for 
nursery age pupils requiring intensive intervention. 


Four Oaks, Pleasant Street and Matthew Arnold Primary Schools make provision for children 
with severe and specific speech and language difficulties from across the city with the aim 
of returning children to their local school as soon as possible and when appropriate to their 
needs. 


Leamington and Holy Family Primary Schools make provision for children with severe speech 
and language difficulties and additional learning difficulties. 


Placement into any of the Language Resource Bases is based upon a joint assessment by 

a speech and language therapist (SLT) Educational Psychologist (EP) and Community 
Paediatrician (CCP). An Outreach Service for school aged pupils entering or leaving Language 
Resourced Provision is based at Four Oaks Primary School. 
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Autistic Spectrum Disorder (ASD) 

As part of a continuum of ASD provision, St. Michael in the Hamlet Primary School makes 
provision for 8 pupils with ASD and specific speech and language difficulties. The pupils are 
based in the mainstream classes and access additional support and therapies. Placement into 
this resource is based upon a joint assessment by a SLT, an EP and a CCP. 


Severe Learning Difficulties (SLD) 

Phoenix Primary School offers foundation stage places for children with all levels of need. 

SLD with additional autistic spectrum disorder (ASD); SLD; profound and multiple learning 
difficulties (PMLD) — providing inclusive provision with specialist and mainstream teachers and 
support staff on site. This early intervention can prepare some children for transfer to their local 
school. Alternatively, there are resourced places in each year group for children with the most 
complex needs whose parents wish them to remain in mainstream education. Other children 
are able to transfer to other resourced schools or to special schools having benefited from 
inclusive foundation stage provision. The school also provides outreach support for children 
with SLD or ASD in local foundation stage provision across the City. 


All Saints Primary School has over ten years experience of catering for children with SLD from 
nursery to Year 6. Children may transfer to their local mainstream secondary school or a 
resourced secondary school. Some children transfer to a secondary special school. 


Complex Learning Difficulties (CLD) 

All Saints Primary School caters for children with a range of needs that require specialist 
support. Children have moderate learning difficulties with additional needs — autistic spectrum 
disorder (ASD); behaviour related special needs or a combination of complex needs that require 
special educational provision. 


Parent Partnership Service 


If you are the parent or carer of a child aged 0 — 19 years and you either believe they have 
special educational needs, or you have been told they need extra help at school, you can 
contact us for information on tel: 233 2848 or www.liverpool.gov.uk/parentpartnership. 


We can help by: 


¢ Providing accurate, impartial information on your rights, roles and responsibilities within the 
SEN process. 


¢ Helping you to understand the assessment process, assisting with letters and forms, and 
helping you to work in partnership with your child’s school and other agencies; (some of this 
help is provided by Independent Parental Supports — volunteers we have trained to a high 
standard). 


¢ Providing information about the wide range of options available to you so you can make an 
informed decision as to what you want. 


¢ Publishing a wide range of leaflets and providing information sessions on relevant topics 
throughout the year. 


¢ Providing links to parents’ groups, voluntary organisations, as well as other services, so we 
can point you towards other sources of help and support. 


¢ Providing training for Independent Parental Supporters and staff in various agencies and 
help to foster good working relationships between parents and professionals in the SEN 
field. 
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We can support parents in preparing appeals to the SEN and Disability Tribunal and at SEN 
‘Disagreement Resolution’ sessions. 


We accept referrals from any source, but we will only become involved if the parents want our 
help. 

The written information we produce is available direct from the Parent Partnership Service 
although schools, local libraries, parent support groups etc. may also have a supply. We 
currently produce our leaflets and booklets in the main community languages. You can contact

Common Assessment Framework (CAF) 


Early Intervention for Children and Young People (Think Family) 

The CAF can be used if you or someone who works with your child would like him / her to 
receive extra support. It will help to identify your child’s additional needs, and other workers 
required to support your family. The CAF is a new way of working with children and young 
people, it involves listening to you and your child to find out your child’s needs and what is 
working well in their life. It can be particularly important at key points, such as on transfer 
from primary to secondary school, or when there has been a significant change in your home 
circumstances. 


Any professional involved with your child can add to the assessment to make sure that good 
quality support is organised and you will be kept informed every step of the way, with 
opportunities to add your own views and attend meetings to discuss your child’s progress. 
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Welfare Benefits For Children At School 


Free School Meals 
School meals are free of charge to pupils whose parents receive: 


¢ Income Support 

¢ Income-related Employment and Support Allowance 

¢ Income-based Job Seekers Allowance 

¢ Support under Part VI of the Immigration and Asylum Act 1999 


¢ Child Tax Credit, with an income of less than £16,190 as assessed by the HM Revenues and 
Customs and not receiving Working Tax Credit 


¢ Pension Credit Guarantee Credit. 
Children who receive Income Support, Income-related Employment and Support Allowance or 
Income-based Job Seekers Allowance in their own right are also entitled to free school meals. 


Neither the governing body nor Liverpool Children and Young People’s Services has the power 
to provide free meals to any other pupils. 


If your claim is successful the school concerned will be notified that your child / children can 
have a school meal free of charge. Schools will ensure that this information is treated with the 
strictest confidence and handled sensitively. 


Schools meals are now of a higher quality and have to meet Government food and nutrient 
based standards. 


There are many reasons why children can benefit from a school lunch, including: 


¢ Hot, healthy and enjoyable food 
¢ Choice and variety 
¢ Improved concentration levels, which help your child to learn 


School Clothing Grants 


School clothing grants are annual payments to help with the cost of school clothing. The 
amount of the grant for secondary school children is £40 and £20 for primary school children. 


Pupils under the age of 16 who apply and qualify for free school meals (see above) will also 
be entitled to receive a school clothing grant. In addition pupils whose parents receive the 
following are also able to qualify: 


* Council Tax Benefit / Housing Benefit 


¢ Child Tax Credit and/or Working Tax Credit and whose annual income (as assessed by the 
HM Revenues and Customs) does not exceed £16,190. 


If your claim is successful the clothing grant will either be paid directly into your bank 
account of by cheque. 


How to Claim 


To claim free school meals and / or school clothing grants you will need to fill in an application 
form. Do not complete the form if you are getting or wish to claim Housing and / or Council 
Tax Benefit phone 233 3009 for advice.

Completed applications can be accepted at any of the One Stop Shops. All applications must 
be accompanied with proof of a qualifying benefit. Claims cannot be processed without it. 
Please note we can only accept original documents as proof, photocopies will not be accepted.

Free School Milk 


Pupils aged 7 or under, or in a special school whose parents receive Income Support, Income- 
related Employment and Support Allowance, Income Based Job Seeker’s Allowance, Pension 
Credit Guarantee Credit or payments under Part Vi of the Immigration and Asylum Act 1999, 
will be entitled to receive free milk. 


Home to School Transport for School Pupils 


Admission to a school/college does not guarantee that a pupil will be given a travel pass even if 
the pupils live more than the qualifying distance from the school. Parents should consider this 
before they express a preference for a school. 


A travel pass may be granted when the pupil’s home is the qualifying distance from the nearest 
suitable qualifying school/college which they attend. The local authority will determine which 
is the nearest suitable school. 


For the purposes of travel pass eligibility, the Local Authority will determine the ‘nearest 
suitable, qualifying school’ as: 


the nearest school to the pupil’s home, with places available, that provides education 
appropriate to the age, ability and aptitude of the child and falls within the same category of 
schools as the one at which the pupil has been offered and accepted a place. 


This could mean that a child who might qualify for a travel pass on distance criteria to a 
particular school will not be entitled to a pass because the Local Authority has determined that 
there is a suitable qualifying school with places available closer to the child’s home. 


Passes may be used on all bus and train services during term times only and are valid from 
the first service in the morning until 8.00pm. They are not valid at weekends. The rules on the 
qualifying distances are: 


¢ For children aged under eight the qualifying distance is 2 miles or more 


¢ For children aged eight or over the qualifying distance is 3 miles or more, unless they qualify 
on income grounds. 


Low income families qualifying distances are: 


For children aged 11 whose families receive free school meals or their family receives the 
maximum Working Tax Credit the qualifying distances are as follows: 


¢ Children of compulsory school age who are 11 or over attending one of their three nearest 
qualifying schools were they live more than 2 miles but not more than 6 miles from that 
school. 


¢ Children aged 11 to 16 attending the nearest suitable qualifying school preferred by their 
parents on the grounds of religion or belief where they live more than 2 and not more than 
15 miles from that school. 

The distance will be measured by the shortest suitable walking route between home and the 

main gate of the school/college, using the City Council’s computerised measuring system. 

Please note that if your child does not receive free school meals you will need to provide your 

Working Tax Credit award notice.

Pupil Attendance and Education Welfare Service (PAEWS) 


The Pupil Attendance and Education Welfare Service is the primary agency through which 

the Liverpool Children and Young People’s Services delivers statutory support to schools in 
the raising and maintenance of pupil attendance levels. Each of the Liverpool Children and 
Young People’s Services schools has access to support from their named Pupil Attendance and 
Education Welfare Officers and schools will refer cases to the Service when appropriate. 


Wide ranges of strategies are deployed to improve attendance based on an assessment of the 
school, pupil and family situation. As well as individual casework PAEWS works in partnership 
with schools, children and families and mobilises available resources on their behalf. 


The Service aims to: 


¢ Identify factors inhibiting regular attendance so that all children have the opportunity to 
realise their full potential through access to appropriate educational provision. 
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¢ Support schools and other agencies in maximising attendance and ensure that children live 
and learn in a safe environment. 


¢ Deliver statutory legal interventions via the courts to secure attendance in appropriate 
circumstances. 


The Service will also: 


¢ Participate in the multi-agency protection of children from abuse, as determined by the Area 
Child Protection Committee. 


¢ Support Liverpool Children and Young People’s Services in discharging its statutory duties in 
relation to non-registered pupils. 


¢ Support schools, pupils and families in times of exceptional trauma or crisis. 


¢ Ensure that pupils are protected from the dangers of illegal employment.

Ethnic Minority and Traveller Achievement Service (EMTAS) 


EMTAS works together with schools, communities and other agencies to raise the standards of 
achievement for Minority Group pupils. We provide additional support through a number of 
teams: 


The Newcomer Peripatetic Team provides a range of services to schools relating to Asylum 
/ Refugee pupils, isolated linguistic learners and new arrivals. The team’s committed to the 
integration and educational attainment of newcomer pupils and their families and offers a 
range of expertise including both curriculum and pastoral support. 


The Bilingual / EAL Team consist of teachers and bilingual teaching assistants with specialist 
skills in supporting bilingual pupils to access the curriculum. Our EAL staff work predominantly 
in those schools which qualify for the Ethnic Minority Achievement Grant enabling them to 
‘puy back’ our services. Other schools may enter into a Service Level Agreement to access this 
provision. 


The Traveller Education Team provides educational support to Traveller pupils, their families 
and schools. This includes in-class teaching, developing home-school links, improving 
attendance and using other strategies to promote inclusion. 


The Black Achievement Project Team helps provide an enriched curriculum and pastoral 
support for English speaking Liverpool-born Black pupils. Curriculum and Pastoral Support 
Officers develop lively programmes of activities to raise attainment and encourage parental 
involvement. The Project also works to broaden the resources available to schools by 
developing materials designed to promote a positive Black identity. 
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The Community Language Project enables pupils to study for GCSE qualifications in 
community languages. 


The EMTAS Training Team provides consultancy, advice and guidance for mainstream staff, 
school based INSET on EAL and minority ethnic issues, courses for teachers and support staff on 
language development and inclusion issues and language acquisition and bilingual awareness 
courses for trainee teachers and those newly/recently qualified. 


All EMTAS support is accessed through schools.
